| ELOPING 


Tracked by Wronged Husband They 
Kill Themselves on His Arrival 


A love tragedy which 
the deaths of a man and woman well 
known in Calcutta, has just occurred 
at Mount Abu, Rajputana. The wo- 
man was a Mrs. Campbell, wife of 
Hamilton Campbel!, of Calcutta, and} 
the man N, Winder, who came out to 
India ten months ago as an assistant 
in the Bank of Rengal. He was a 
young man of 24, a native of Scarbor- 
ough. 


Both lived at the Grand Hotel, Cat: 
cutta, and Wiader and Mrs. Campbell 
became very friendly. Mr. Campbell 
went ‘up-country’ some time ago, 

| When he returned to Calcutta his wife 
and Mr, Wincer had disappeared. 

Mr. Campbell sought the aid of the 
siaffs of the criminal investigation de- 
partment throughout India. Detect- 
ives brought him news that Mr. Win- 
der and a woman had gone to Mount 
Abu, near Bombay, whither he and 


his brotherin-law followed. 
Mr. Campbell arrived fn Mount 
Abu, and went straight to the dak 


bungalow (a kind of hotel provided 
for travelers by the government). It 
was his arrival which precipitated the 
tragedy. 

Mrs. Campbell was in the front gar- 
den of the dak bungalow when she 
saw her husband coming up the drive. 
She rushed into the room where Win- 
der was and said. He's coming; 1 
cannot face him; shoot me. Winder 
replied: No, I cannot shoot you. Here 
is the revolr, shoot yourself. 

Thereupon Mrs. Campbell took the 
revolver, put the muzzle to her mouth 
and said to Winder: You pull the triz- 
ger. He did so; then put the revol- 
ver to his own mouth and pulled the 
trigger again. Mr. Campbell rusn- 
ed into the room and his wife died 
almost immediately in his presence. 
Winder was «mortally wounded but 
still alive. He died five minutes} 
later. 

Mrs. Cambell, ft 1s sald. left a let- 
ter to be given to her husband in 
ease she and Winder destroyed them- 
selves, but the latter left no written 
word. The papers found in his 
pockets, however, showed that he had 
been making inquiries about passages 
from Bombay to England,

spected, It is one of the highest dis- 
tinctions in China to have Wu Fu 
Tung Tang, or five generations, under 
one roof, although such a distinction is 
attained by very few. 

According to a recent census, the 
family of Meng Yu Shih, a widow, of 
the village of Mangtao, in the territory 
has the distinction of 
being the largest in the land. Her fam- 
lly consists of sixty-six members, and 
with one servant there are sixty-seven 
mouths to be fed daily. Meng Yu Shih 
is sixty-six years old and has nine 
sons and numerous grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren, all living under 
her roof. She has not yet attained the 
ambition of being the head of Wu Fu

COWS COMPARED, 


The Pennsylvania State college bale 
| letin No. 114, on dairy rations, gives 
the maintenance ration for cows of va-+ 
rious sizes, These tables show that the 
larger a cow is the more It takes to 
keep ber, but less in proportion to size, 
writes RK, M. Patterson in the Nation- 
al Stockman. The maintenance ration 
for a cow weighing 750 pounds ts giv- 
en as 4 of a pound of protein and 4.05 
therms of net energy and that for a 
cow weighing 1,500 pounds as .65 of @ 
pound of protein and 7.90 therms of 
net energy. That is, when one cow 
is twice as large as another it takes 
a little over one and one-half times as

The daily weighing of milk and a 


test for butter fat at regular inter- 
vals are necessary to determine the 


value of a dairy cow. The Ohio ex- 
periment station recently tested two 
cows belonging to a dairyman 
With respect to age and lactation 
period they were much the same. 
Both received the same care and 
attention. One produced 2,730 pounds 
of milk and 143.6 pounds of butter 
fat in 291 days; the other, whose 
portrait we print, produced 6,183 
pounds of milk, containing 8.6 
pounds of fat. The first cow's prod- 
uct was worth $3.9; the other's 
$77.16.

On the other hand, when the larger 
ove produces milk or butter in propor- 
tion to ber size she is the more profit- 


able. If a 1,500 pound cow produces 
twice as much as a 750 pound cow the 
larger cow is worth more than twice as 


mucb as the smalier cow, as it takes 
less than twice as mucb to keep the 
larger one, and there is little differ- 
ence between taking care of a large 
cow and a small cow 

Other facts besides size and prodne- 
| tlon shonid be taken into considera- 
tleaan.Awmong these are age of maturt- 
ty and the age at which the cow may 
be expected to lose her usefulness in 


the dairy. It is believed that there 
may be some relation between these 
two points in particular and the size 
| of the cow. 

It is the general opinion that when 
a heifer is bred young she does not 
grow so large nor make so good a pro- 
ducer as she would if not bred until at 
an older age. The hest authorities, 
however, think that nature is the best 
guide in such matters and that when 


the heifer is properly fed early breed- 
ing will not injure her ip any way. 


Even if late breeding does improve a 
cow it is doubtful if it is profitable, as 
a heifer cannot be kept from the age 
of two to three years for less than $25. 

The tendency always has been to 
butcher large cattle at an early age 
because of the hich price they brought 
and to keep the smailer ones for the 
dairy because they were not worth so 


Thus there has been 
more breeding from aged animals in 


| much for beef 


the smaller breeds than in the larger 
| ones, This has tended to produce cat- 
tle capable of producing to a greater 
age. 

Both small and large cattle have 
their advantages, and in the absence 


of other evidence in each case it is 
better to choose the individual, family 
or breed that will produce the most in 
proportion to size. 


Scours In Calves. 

Among the common calf diseases is 
; scours. In the case of this, as well as 
of other caif diseases, prevention is 
of first importance. Clean, dry, well 
lighted stalls, clean pails and plenty 
of pure water help to keep the young 
calf healthy, A tablespoonful of solu- 
ble blood meal mixed with each feed 
serves to keep the bowels in goad con- 
dition. In case of an attack of scours 
the ration should be cut down to half 
the usual amount, and a teaspoonful 
of a mixture of half an ounce of 
formalin to fifteen ounces of water 
| should be added to each pint of milk 
| fed. As soon as the calf recovers the 
| ration may be gradually increased to 
full feed. Iv the more severe cases of 
‘scours three ounces of castor oil may 
| he given to clear away the Irritant 
| causing the trouble, and a teaspoonful 
| of a mixture of one part saiol and two 
| parts subnitrate of bismuth may be 
| eiven three times a day for two or 
three days.—Country Gentleman,
